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Depending upon the final outcome 
of a public hearing set for Aug. 16, 
taxpayers in the Plano Independent 
School District may be in for a sur­ 
prise—a possible decrease in the 
PISD’s tax bill. 
School Board m em bers met Friday, 
Saturday and Monday to debate a 
proposed $19,274,600 budget for the 
1977-78 school year. Superintendent 
Dr. H. Wayne Hendrick expressed 
hope that increased valuations in the 
district and new funds from the state 
would enable the combined operating 
and debt service budgets to be funded 
without a tax increase. 
If officially approved at the public 
hearing, the tax rate could be reduced 
about three cents. On a $50,000 home, 
the savings would amount to ap­ 
proximately $15. 
“ Any change in taxes either way 
will be slight,” said the superin­ 
tendent, “ but we really will not know 
what will be required until the School 
Board completes making additions 
and 
reductions 
to 
the 
sta ff’s 
proposals.” 
Increased some $3.9 million over 
last year, the new budget will be aided 
by $13,710,180 in state funding. The 
minimum tax rate needed (at 85 


percent assessment) to raise the 
remaining $5,582,420 along with the 
debt service budget of $4,603,204 
should be about $1.41. 
Dr. Hendrick cited the new school 
financing bill passed in the recent 
special 
legislative session as in­ 
strum ental in providing the possible 
tax break for Plano citizens. 
“We’re real pleased and we think 
the community should be too,” Dr. 
Hendrick said. “ It’s a good bill for the 
Plano district. We’re saving about 34 
cents (in the tax rate) over what we 
would have had if we’d have stuck 
with HB 1126 (the old financing bill.) 
Budget planners explained that an 
estim ated 2,000 new students will 
account for most of the increase in 
this year’s budget. Approximately 
19,000 youngsters are expected in the 
PISD next year. 
Higher utility costs and teacher pay 
raises also add considerably to the 
total. In the proposed budget, some 
$16,370,234 is set aside for employee 
salaries with $623,516 allocated for gas 
and electric bills. A new health in­ 
surance plan for employees paid for 
by the district accounts for ap­ 
proximately $338,000.

emergency 
budget 
session 
Monday afternoon. 


The meeting was a workshop only 
and no final decisions were made. The 
budget will be officially adopted after 
a public hearing sometime next week. 
Following a brief discussion of 
capital expenditures, the talk turned 
to personnel. Sheriff Burton asked for 
pay raises across the board for his 
current 38 employees and is also 
requesting another 14 persons to help 
staff the new jail upon its completion 
next March.

City taxes are still going up in 
Plano, but only by that amount at­ 
tributable to debt service on the 1975 
Capital Improvements Program . 
In a weekend-long work session City 
Council m em bers tentatively agreed 
on a program which would increase 
taxes by IO cents. 
The tax rate was set at 82 cents—on 
the surface a reduction from this 
year’s 87 cents—but 1977-78 taxes will 
be 
collected 
on 
an 
85 
percent 
assessment ratio rather than on the 
current 70 percent. 
City Manager David Griffin said 
36.4 cents of the tax rate will go to debt 
service ($1,753,076) and 45.6 cents to 
general 
operating 
expenses 
($7,908,339). Taxes devoted to debt 
service are up 9.3 cents over last year 
Editor’s 
note; 
Debt 
service 
figures are not exact, the numbers 
will probably change slightly during 
the remainder of the budget process. 
Voters were told in 1975 that taxes 
would have to be increased by IO cents 
to pay for bonds sold through the 1976- 
77 fiscal year. 
An anticipated 20 cent tax increase 
was reduced during the budget 
sessions by council cuts of $153,751, a 
decision to delay the opening of the 
Westside natatorium until the next 
fiscal year (one month) 
and an 
amortization of $500,375 in capital 
expenditures. 
The 
equipm ent 
and 
building 
renovations which have a five to 20- 
year projected lifespan will be paid 
for 
by 
issuing 
c e rtificates 
of 
obligation. The COs will be redeemed 
over a four or five-year period. 
Payment Delayed 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt said using 
this 
procedure 
will 
let 
future 
populations pay for equipment and 
buildings that they will use. 
By 
borrow ing $500,000 to m ake the 
unusually large number of purchases 
and repaying $100,000 this year, the 
tax rate was reduced by 7.5 cents. 
Griffin said that the need for capital 


expenditures has almost doubled this 
year, although there is “no one reason 
for the large increase ’’ Most of the 
capital expenditures are rolling stock 
such as a $58,200 Vac-All street 
sweeper, a $60,970 packer truck and 
two truck chassis ($55,300).

Target Land Study Survives 


Parallel Alignment Still Causes Concern 


Computer 
To Select 
Jury Panels 


A 
computerized 
juror 
selection 
system for Collin County was ap­ 
proved yesterday morning by the 
Commissioners Court. 
Currently using a “ hand” jury 
w heel, the county’s two d istrict 
courts, county court-at-law and 
justice courts will now utilize an 
electronic Western Data Co. process 
for picking juries. Prospective jurors 
will be randomly selected by a 
computer and patched through into a 
term inal in the county courthouse’s 
tax office. 
The cost of the new system will be 
approximately the sam e as the old 
method, according to County Judge 
Nathan E. White Jr. The county will 
pay 35 cents for each juror selected 
which 
includes 
printing 
jury 
questionnaires and summons, and all 
other supplies. 


Citing regulations set forth by the 
state’s Jail Standards Commission, 
the sheriff outlined what he said were 
minimum staff requirem ents for the 
new jail. 
He also 
informed 
the 
governing body that the commission 
now stipulates that jailers be paid as 
much as outside deputies. 


“Today you’re operating a jail with 
40 to 50 inm ates and you’re doing it 
with a couple of trustees and one 
m an,” Judge White addressed the 
sheriff, “and now your talking about 
adding three-plus (per shift).” 
“This is the number of persons I 
need to run the jail,” Burton coun­ 
tered “ I must ask for the number the 
Jail Commission says I have to at the 
salaries they say I have to. Whether I 
get what I ask for (from the Com­ 
missioners Court) is another story. 
The court has to do what they think is 
best for the county but so do I.’ 
“We have set still for two years 
without hiring an additional man and 
the county is growing and growing 
and growing,” Sheriff Burton con­ 
tinued. “ Plano is easily a 60-man 
department and they’re patrolling 
only 60 square miles. I have 900 
square miles to patrol and only 38!”

Expressway almost delayed Target- 
related zoning Monday night, but 
Planning and Zoning Commissioners 
agreed that any problems with the 
road s alignment can be solved later. 
Bill Parsons of Cambridge Com­ 
panies which is selling a IO acre tract 
to Target on the southwest corner of 
the Central-Parker Rd. intersection 
told the commission that the staff's 
suggested alignment of the divided 
roadway would “ not work well” with 
Target’s plan for a “magazine road.” 
The magazine road which will be 
Target’s prime access is planned to 
exit on Parker about 300 feet west of

The 14 percent tax in­ 
crease will produce in­ 
creased levels of service in 
the Parks and Recreation 
and Street Depts., according 
to Griffin.
